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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Population 

The  population  of  the  Burgh  continues  to  rise  steadily  and  at  the  aid  of  1983  it 
was  estimated  at  74,080,  an  increase  of  380  on  the  figures  at  the  end  of  1962.  A further 
population  increase  of  approximately  3,000  may  be  expected  in  the  spring  of  1964, 
following  an  extension  of  the  Burgh  boundaries  which  was  granted  this  year. 

Births 

1,219  births  took  place  in  the  Burgh  during  1963,  97  of  which  were  transferred 
out  while  387  births  occurred  in  institutions  outside  the  Burgh.  The  corrected  figure 
of  births  was  1,509,  giving  a rate  of  20.5  per  thousand  of  the  population.  There  were 
25  still-births,  giving  a rate  of  16  per  thousand  total  births. 

Illegitimacy 

The  corrected  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  1963  was  57  which  was  4 less 
than  in  1962. 

Marriages 

There  were  613  marriages  during  the  year  which  is  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year.  The  marriage  rate  is 8. 3 per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Deaths 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  12.4,  an  increase  from  11.1  per  thousand  of 
population  in  1962.  The  rate  for  1963,  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  is  14.3. 
The  corrected  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  918.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  which  is  one  less  than  in  1962.  There  was  one 
death  from  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  were  5 deaths  from  the  principle  epidemic 
diseases. 

Lung  Cancer

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Infant  Deaths 


Infant  deaths  rose  by  24  from  the  previous  year.  The  rate  of  36  per  1,000  live 
births  is  disappointingly  high,  being  exceeded  during  the  past  10  years  only  by  the 
1957  figure  of  38.  Of  the  55  infant  deaths  in  1963,  29  occurred  in  the  first  4 weeks  of 
life,  giving  a neonatal  mortality  rate  of  19  per  1,000  live  births. 

Still-births 


The  number  of  still  births  fell  by  7 to  a total  of  25,  giving  a still-birth  rate  of 
16  per  thousand  live  births.  This  is  the  lowest  still-birth  rate  yet  attained  in  the  Burgh.

This  has  been  an  exceptionally  low  year  for  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 
After  the  very  severe  and  prolonged  cold  weather  of  the  winter  1962/63,  one  would 
have  expected  a high  incidence  of  respiratory  disease,  including  pneumonia.  In  fact, 
the  rate  for  notified  pneumonia  fell  to  66%  of  that  of  the  previous  year.  However,  the 
death  rate  from  influenza,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  was  higher,  as  one  would  have 
expected. 

1963  was  a particularly  low  year  for  notified  dysentery.  There  were  only  12  cases 
confirmed  as  against  101  in  1962  and  133  in  1961. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases  for  which  immunisation  and  vaccination  is  offered 
routinely,  there  were  21  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
nor  of  diphtheria.

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Venereal  Disease 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  attending  the  Lanarkshire  Clinics  from 
the  3urgh  rose  from  8 in  1962  to  20  in  1963.  There  was  one  new  case  of  syphilis  and  a 
further  47  patients  attending  for  the  first  time  with  other  venereal  and  non  venereal  con- 
ditions. 

Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme 

The  Burgh  Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme  continued  during  1963  when 
723  mothers  attended  for  ante-natal  care  and  422  for  post-natal  care  under  the  Scheme. 
Two  more  general  medical  practitioners  entered  the  Scheme  during  the  year. 

Mental  Health  Services 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Town  Council’s  new  Mental  Health  Scheme 
with  regard  to  supervision  of  and  services  for  mental  defectives.  The  same  cannot  be 
said  for  the  mentally  ill.  In  spite  of  repeated  requests  for  efforts  to  establish  a link 
with  hospital  services  and  an  after-care  service  for  the  mentally  ill  on  lines  followed 
in  other  areas,  no  progress  has  been  made.  It  would  appear  that  the  importance  laid  on 
confidentiality  of  hospital  treatment  overrides  consideration  of  the  benefits  which  would 
derive  from  an  organised  after  care  service  from  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  yet 
experience  with  relapses  and  re-admissions  to  hospital  points  clearly  to  the  need  for 
after-care  for  the  mentally  ill.  Efforts  will  be  continued  to  establish  this  service. 

The  information  received  from  hospital  on  mentally  ill  patients  from  the  Burgh 
has  been  reduced  this  year  to  “turn-over”  figures  of  hospital  beds.  This  gives  no  real 
indication  of  the  incidence  and  type  of  mental  illness  requiring  hospital  care  in  the 
Burgh. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  224  patients  under  supervision  at  home  by 
the  mental  health  staff.  30  of  these  were  mental  defectives  and  3 mentally  ill  persons 
under  statutory  guardianship.  The  remaining  191  persons  were  mental  defectives  receiv- 
ing informal  supervision  at  home.  All  of  these  patients  received  supervisory  visits  from 
the  medical  officer,  the  mental  health  visitor  and  mental  health  officer,  amounting  to 
approximately  4 visits  each  during  the  year. 

Three  children  of  school  age  and  7 children  of  school  leaving  age  were  reported 
by  the  Education  Authority  as  in  need  of  supervision  from  the  Health  Department. 

Senior  Training  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  52  pupils  on  the  register  of  this  training  centre, 
29  males  and  23  females,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  49  persons.  This  attend- 
ance rate  is  very  high  for  this  type  of  disabled  person  and  the  number  on  the  register 
is  steadily  increasing.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  a new  centre  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  construction  of  this  will  be  begun  in  the  following  year.  At  present  the  staff  and 
pupils  work  at  a great  disadvantage  in  that  all  training  has  to  be  carried  out  in  one  hall 
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which  also  serves  as  a dining  room.  In  addition  the  Club  for  physically  handicapped, 
which  meets  for  2 afternoons  a week  in  the  same  premises,  curtails  the  time  available 
for  the  training  of  the  mentally  handicapped. 

In  anticipation  of  the  building  of  a new  centre,  visits  were  paid  to  three  new 
training  centres  in  the  North  of  England  during  the  year. 

Chiropody  Service 


The  Town  Council’s  Chiropody  Service  completed  its  second  year  in  1963.  This 
is  a Clinic  and  Domiciliary  Service  provided  for  persons  of  pensionable  age.  It  is  con- 
ducted by  one  Chiropodist  but  the  efficiency  of  his  work  was  seriously  affected  by  the 
demand  for  his  services.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  waiting  period  for  a domiciliary 
treatment  had  risen  to  16  weeks  and  that  for  a clinic  appointment  to  12  weeks.  The 
effect  of  the  high  case  load  must  inevitably  result  in  lower  quality  of  service  which  will 
reflect  itself  in  diminishing  benefit  to  the  aged  persons  attending.  As  recorded  in  last 
year’s  annual  report,  the  only  solution  appears  to  lie  in  the  appointment  of  another 
Chiropodist. 

Family  Planning 

The  Motherwell,  Wishaw  and  District  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association 
completed  its  second  year  of  work  in  1963,  This  is  a Voluntary  Association  which  is 
supported  by  the  Town  Council.  A weekly  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  in  Town 
Council  Clinic  premises.  580  persons  sought  advice  during  the  year  1963  — the  majority 
being  referred  by  friends  who  had  themselves  already  attended  the  Clinic,  by  family 
doctors  and  nursing  staff. 

Marriage  Guidance  Service 


As  reported  in  the  last  annual  report,  a Motherwell,  Wishaw  and  District  Marriage 
Guidance  Council  was  formed  last  year  and,  with  the  assistance  of  an  experienced 
Counsellor  from  the  Glasgow  Council,  24  cases  were  given  consultative  advice  at 
sessions  held  during  the  year.  A very  comprehensive  course  of  training  was  held  in  the 
Health  Department  for  potential  Counsellors  at  the  conclusion  of  which  7 persons  were 
selected  for  counselling.  Plans  were  also  made  by  the  Marriage  Guidance  Council  to 
hold  courses  for  engaged  couples  in  the  following  year. 

This  is  a new  voluntary  service  supported  by  the  Town  Council  which  promises 
to  contribute  excellent  work  on  both  the  preventive  and  remedial  aspects  of  marriage 
problems. 

Clean  Air 

During  the  year  the  Forgewood  area  comprising  1,700  premises  was  established 
as  a Smoke  Control  area.  Also  during  .the  year,  the  Town  Council  approved  the  con- 
version of  2,010  premises  in  the  Coltness  area  from  Missive  Control  to  a Smoke  Control 
area  under  the  Act.  Similarly  Town  Council  approval  was  given  to  4 smaller  Smoke 
Control  Areas  in  Paterson  Street,  North  Lodge,  English  Street  and  Caledonian  Road.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Incidence 

During  the  year  48  notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  received.  The  diagnosis 
was  confirmed  in  46  cases.  Of  these  33  were  pulmonary.  Classification  of  confirmed 
cases  according  to  age  group  and  sex  incidence  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  at 
the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  33  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  3 were  classified  as 
primary  and  30  as  post  primary.  25  were  classified  as  early  acute,  2 as  chronic  and  6 
as  chronic  with  recent  spread.  2 of  the  pulmonary  cases  suffered  from  pleural  effusion 
without  parenchymal  disease. 

Of  the  33  pulmonary  cases  18  were  sputum  positive,  14  were  sputum  negative 
and  sputum  was  absent  in  1 case. 

All  Tuberculosis 

There  are  369  persons  resident  in  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  who  are 
known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  at  31st  December,  1963.  These  are  classified 
according  to  age  and  sex  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Deaths 


There  were  3 deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  the  year 
non-respiratory.  Tables  giving  particulars  of  the  period  elapsing  between 
from  an  institution  and  death,  and  deaths  and  death  rates  from  tuberculosis 
are  given  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  THE  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 


By  complying  with  the  request  of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  in 
Circular  No.  132/63  for  a dental  return  showing  the  work  done  in  the  year  31st  July, 
1963,  the  statistical  tables  which  follow  contain  5 months  work  originally  recorded  in 
the  report  of  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962.  The  written  report  is  therefore  an 
abbreviated  one.  Future  annual  reports  will  however  refer  to  wrk  carried  out  in  the 
12  months  to  31st  July  in  each  year. 


Dental  Arrangements  During  1962/63 

In  both  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  dental  clinics  two  sessions  per  week  were  made 
available  for  the  inspection  of  new  cases  and  eight  sessions  per  week  were  devoted  to 
actual  treatment.  Part  of  the  Wednesday  morning  session  at  Motherwell  and  part  of  the 
Thursday  afternoon  session  at  Wishaw  was  reserved  for  the  extraction  of  teeth  under 
general  anaesthesia. 

Unfortunately  due  to  illness  of  staff  it  was  not  possible  to  maintain  the  above 
arrangements.  Sessions  were  lost  during  many  months  of  the  year. 


Inspection  of  Patients 

As  in  the  past,  dental  inspection  sessions  were  arranged  to  coincide  with  the 
Specialist  Ante-natal  Clinics.  This  enabled  the  expectant  mother  to  obtain  a detailed 
dental  examination  as  a routine  part  of  her  ante-natal  care.  55%  of  those  seen  were 
referred  from  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  a further  41%  from  general  practitioner/midwife 

clinics. 


69%  of  the  nursing  mothers  who  were  inspected  during  the  year  had  also  been 
seen  in  the  ante-natal  period  and  attended  of  their  own  accord  for  a dental  examination 

in  the  nursing  period. 


Of  the  pre-school  children  examined  for  the  first  time  41%  were  brought  by 
mothers  who  had  themselves  been  examined  and  treated  at  die  clinic  and  a further  25% 
were  referred  by  Health  Visitors.  The  remainder  were  re- examinations. 


Sources  of  Patients 

The  following  table  provides  details  of  the  various  sources  of  patients  inspected 
during  the  year.  Under  “Nursing  Mothers”  who  attended  of  their  own  choice  are  in- 
cluded those  mothers  who,  having  commenced  or  completed  treatment  in  the  ante-natal 
period,  returned  for  inspection  and  treatment  in  the  post-natal  period.

Expectant  Mothers 

Of  the  expectant  mothers  who  were  dentally  examined  at  the  clinics  during  the 
year,  94%  required  treatment.  Of  these,  68%  elected  to  have  treatment  at  the  clinics 
20%  were  actually  attending  or  proposed  attending  a general  dental  practitioner,  and 
12%  refused  dental  treatment.  49%  of  those  mothers  who  received  treatment  at  the  clinics 
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during  the  year  were  made  dentally  fit  before  their  confinement. 

Nursing  Mothers 

Although  89%  of  the  nursing  mothers  had  been  inspected  and  in  many  cases 
treated  before  their  confinement,  all  but  one  required  dental  treatment.  78%  of  those 
receiving  treatment  at  the  clinics  completed  their  course  of  treatment. 

Provision  of  Dentures 

During  the  year  ended  July,  1963,  10%  of  the  expectant  mothers  and  44%  of  the 
nursing  mothers  who  received  treatment  at  the  clinics  were  fitted  with  a denture  or 
dentures.  A total  of  248  new  dentures  were  supplied  free  of  charge  to  151  patients. 

Pre-school  Children 

80%,  or  4 out  of  every  5,  of  the  pre-school  children  dentally  inspected  during 
the  year  were  found  to  require  treatment.  64%  of  those  seen  had  had  no  previous  dental 
treatment.  74%  completed  (heir  course  of  treatment  and  were  made  dentally  fit.
